ME experiences procing  wirlns 
drama prove to me beyond doubt that 
it has several advantages over stage productions 

Almost all of us have, consciously or sub- 
consciously, a strong sense of the dramatic 
‘The hidden books ef our lives are, for the best 
part, made up of pages full of dramatic incident. 
‘We have all been thrilled by joy, or fear, agony, 
love, hate, inspiration, anger, and other emo- 
tions. Strict. training’ and temperamental 1e- 
Iuctanee to allow these feelings to take posse 
sion of us, have, perhaps, caused us to exercise 
restraint, and thewe soal-moving momenta have 
been rigorously repressed. But here we must 
remember that the sub-conscious ‘mind stores 
‘up every experience, and these experiences may 
provide the mental understanding to appreciate 
facidents outside ourselves, if they arw motivated 
by similar feelings. 

Power of the Sub-eonssious Mind. 

With broadcasting there is no need to perpe 
trate the crudity of a papier-maché ship on 
rolling billows of canvas, unwarranted abeun 
fies presumed to produce an illusion on an 
intefigent mind, ‘Thus, although we have 
never actually been in a disaater at ees, our sub- 
consoiousness will supply a personal’ analogy, 
if we have ever passed through « moment's 
experience which prompted the feeling of fear 
of death, or steadfast courage, oF rexignati 
Which of these feelings is recalled ie dependent 
‘upon the paint from which we view the disaster.

In the theatre, everyone, of whatever class, 
type, oF education, ie compelled to look at the 
same setting, With the applying of these 
Prychological facts to broadcasting, a suitable 
fettinig for every sentiment is instantly provided 
by tho listener. 

‘At the theatre, a king may see a bad, oF, wt 
Yeast, indifferent representation ef palace 
tweeption chamber; a scientist may be con: 
fronted with a laboratory, quite unacceptable 
when compared with the one in whieh ho 
habitually works ; an East-Fnd Chinatnan ms 
see a travesty of an “opium dive"; or an 
architect may see a structurally ridiculous 
Yortion of a house. These things. observed, 
the fall effet of the play and the efforts of the 
‘actors are militated against. But with broad- 
fasting, the Kastening audience ie given the 
opportunity of supplying individual pictures 
sulted to ite mentality. experience or habits 
this reality must strengthen the uttered lines. 

‘The same with persons of the stage. ‘Tho 
xaice may be a stimulant of a thousand rem- 
Iniwences, couscious or sub-conscious, but let 
‘the owner of the voice be acen and the illusion 
generally crashes fo the ground. 

‘There ia yet another aspect. Plays af mystery 
—I mean, embodying mystie or divine characters 
as players—will always bo more powerful and 
real by wireless than by stage.” The above 
reasons operate here, but they are reinforced 
by the clement of religious mysticism inherent 
i ws all, When producing plays of this type, T 
hhave always wished (and, indeed, endeavoured to 
contrive) that divine characters should not. be 
seem, alebough it ia necessary, of course, that 
their voioes should be heard.” ‘Their presence

thread. 

‘The allusions to fax and linen in the Bible can 
easily be discovered by reference to Cruden's 
Concordance, and, as a parle in the present 

, the beantiful vestments which are to be 

in the nurhherlom vestrien in St. Peter's, 

Rome, are linen, embroidered in the most 

recherché stylo with linen thread, beautiful to 

behold, marvellous in their whiteness and of 
resplendent design. 


‘The Strongest Fibre Known. 
Nowadays, however, there are more common. 
uses than those which belong to the sacerdotal 
Linen thread is like the air we breathe— 
it is all about us and yet is not seen. ‘The boots 
we wear, if they have any pretensions whatever 
to quality, are sewn with linen thrend—a 
substance made of the strongest fibre known to 
‘man, and the least elastic. 

‘Stern and unyielding, tinen thrend may be 
said to hold together society, for what could 
man do without clothing ? Our police are clad 
in garments sewn with it the uniforms of our 
soldiers likewise. Saddlery, harness and books 
are all held together by this subtle cement called 
Tinen thread—unbreakable and capable of the 
hardest wear. 

Precious During the War. 

‘Then, during the war, linen thread was so 
precious that, the Beitish Goverment forbade 
the eale of it without a licence, lecanse 20 much 
cf it was required for sewing ammunition bags, 
tarpaulin covers, uniforms, masks, and all 
the many articles used in war, and the pro- 
duction of Hax was eo important that “the 
Government spent millions in promoting it, 
solely for the purpose of sewing tho various 
abquisites of war. 

‘What, then, is Tinen thread ? It ix the pro- 
duct of manufactured fix. The flax plant is 
the straw of the plant which gives, as its seed, 
linseed. It grows in somewhat the same way as 
‘oats or wheat, with a blue fower, which, in time, 
produces a boll containing seed. ‘The flax 
plant is polled by hand after the seed has boen 
removed, and the plant ix then subjected to a 
‘process which is ealled retting, whereby every 
thing that i not fibre in the plant is rendered 
loose and may be removed by a process of 
eating. 

‘Many Processes. 

‘The residue ie then pore fibre, and is called 
fax. ‘This ia combed or hackled, and subjected 
to various proceses of drawing, roughing, 
spinning and twisting ; after which, it becomes 
grey thread—grey being the natural coloar of 
‘the fre. ‘This twist ia then bleached or dyed, 
finiahed, and put on to skrins, «pools or balls, 
‘or whatever fashion the thread is intended to 
‘he sold in. 

Flax i now extensively grown for flbre In 
Belgium, Northern Ireland, France, Holland 
‘and Rossin. For many years the quantity of 
fax grown in the latter country exccoded all 
the others put together ; but it hax fallen: off 
enormously under the new conditions there, 


and just at the moment there is n very great 
feareity of raw material, with the result that 
today the pre of dx i probably from three 
to four times what it was before the wat 

‘The ures to which fax is put cover a very 
wide range. Linen fishing nets are very largely 
twsed where great amount of strength is re- 
(quired with lightnom and also for very heavy 
tots where great strength and durability” are 
sential 

1 is also wed for the sowing of boots ‘The: 
manufeture of boots by machinery is an 
industry that has spming into life within the 
last forty years Reemerly boots were all hand- 
sewn with single shoe thread, made of lax. Now, 
they can be made infinitely cheaper and sewn 
with machine lax sewing of the most durable 
haracter, and it i not too much to say that 
the macbine-mado’ boot is the finest product 
that can be obtained in the way of footwear. 

Lasting Hundreds of Years. 

Another point about faz is that, unlike other 
producta which aro osed for embroidery, Tien 
becomes Brighter with each washing. Its lastro
